The night school, superintended 
and taught by Mr. and Mrs. Rex­ 
ford Volz. 
Meets two nights a 
week. 
The sessions are held in the north 
side grade building. Over 30 pupils 
are eager to take advantage of this 
opportunity to acquire the English, 
or American language. 
As to sex, these eager learners 
are 
about equally divided. 
The 
classes are made up of Germans, 
Roumanians, Danish and Slovacian 
Of the Germans and Roumanians 
all with the exception of one or 
two have borrowed passage mon­ 
ey coming to America. Those who 
have been here from two to three 
years have their debts cleared and 
are buying property wdth a view 
to homes. 
All of 
the men are 
working from nine to twelve hours 
a day, yet seldom 
fail to come 
twice a week to School. 
Seven live at Wheeling and sel­ 
dom fail to come even on stormy 
nights. 
All are anxious to be­ 
come good loyal American citizens, 
and try So hard to do the right 
thing, rather putting some of us 
born Americans to shame, when we 
so lightly regard our birthright. 
There are among the attendants 
husbands and 
wives. 
Last year 
there was a family,.husband, wife 
and daughter. 
The youngest pu­ 
pil is about 17, and the oldest is 
about 54. 
All of the pupils, with 
possibly one or 
two exceptions, 
have had what we w'ould term an 
eighth grade schooling, and in ad­ 
dition the men have been appren­ 
ticed in the old country three years 
and that of course means the prac­ 
tical work, and 
school training 
twice a week the year round during 
the three years. As a new foreign­ 
er arrives, some of the pupils, im­ 
mediately bring him to school. 
The course consists of practical 
work, 
in 
English, 
conversation, 
spelling, writing and simple com­ 
position. The teachers are endeav­ 
oring 
to route sensitiveness and 
self consciousness, and to put over 
friendship. 
Their newest venture 
is to assist a young foreign girl 
in a business course, dictation and 
so forth, this has to come, out cf 
the regular school hours.
